Hé has made mink yanGhing — 
whigh he started.in the late 'thir- 
tiesa science; developing ‘several’ 
new: and highly popular “muta- 
tiong”, and has done more than 
any ‘other single person for the in- 

, dustry in this region. 

He says he -got where he is 
through hard work, constant study 
and. research, He drives himself 
and'his help hard and has no time 
for Blackers, < 


The hardest work comes during 
the morning and evening feedings. 
The rest of the time, there are 
pens to build and mend, fish to 
catch, and machines and equip- 
ment to maintain. It’s a busy life. 

Hard work and shrewd planning 
has brought Ausland big returns 
in recent years. He doesn’t, disclose 
whpt he makes annually, but some 
idea of this might be gained from 
the fact’ that his income tax tab 
last year was $7,000; 

Ausland keeps about 2,000 mink, 


_ with some 400 of thesé “breeder ;fe- | 


males. This November, he will pelt 
about 1,400 of the exquisitely-fur- 
red beasts, receiving as much as 
$400 apiece for rare mutations. 

-He claims mink ranchers must 

g0-jnto mutations _fereating dif- 
ferent, color shades through ‘sélec- 
tive breeding) to be successful, 
nowadays, Among mutations he 
has successfully established are 
sapphires, pear] topaz and buffs. 
The pelt of a “standard” mink is 
a brown-black color, 

“We're always striving to devel- 
of better mink,” says Ausland, 
speaking for himself and fellow 
ranchers. It takes an average of 
four years of careful breeding to 
develop a new mutation. Many of 
his mink are sold live, as breeders, 
to other ranchers in the region 
and, for that matter, to, ranchers 
all over North America, 

He has lost surprisingly few 
mink over the years and maintains 
that the biggest losses suffered by 
ranchers are usually due to care- 
lessness, He says that with proper 
precautions, mortality from dis- 
eases and other causes can be 
practically eliminated. 

Feeding 2,000 mirik daily is 
quite a job, but Ausland has mech- 
anized and streamlined the process 
to a point where he and five help- 
ers can do it in two hours, To 
ground fish, the principal ingredi- 
ent of mink food, he adds bryo- 
mycin, bone meal, wheat germ, 
milk and vitamins, y 

Ausland’s grinding house boasts 
“the world's biggest grinder’, It 
was manufactured to his specifica- 
tions and can ‘turn out 3,000 
pounds of ground fish an hour. 

Almost as impressive is his‘mix- 
ing machine, which can mix 4,000 
pounds of finished mink meal an 
hour. He mixes 1,100 pounds of 
meal for an.evening feeding. 

Ausland thinks there's a big fu- 
ture for mink ranching in the Buf- 
falo region, The remote environ- 
ment, combined with the abiin- 
dance and easy availability of 
rough (he uses more than 
100,000 pounds yearly), are among 
the most desirable factors here. 

Actually, the mink ranchhing in- 
dustry has been growing by leaps 
and bounds in the Buffalo region, 
with 51 ranches operating now, 
gompared to only eight, in 1945,
